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Kennedy Asks 
Enlargement

WASHINGTON (AP) _ prcsi- 


t!rnt Kennedy asked Congress to- 
day to enlarge the Federal Power 
Commission as a step to reducing 
«s backlog of cases and clearing 
Projects which would put more 
persons to work. 


Jhc President's request to in- 


crjse the commission from five 
to seven members was in a spe- 
cial message on thc federal reg- 
ulatory agencies. 
He appealed, 


too, 
for the exemption of some 


small individual natural gas pro- 
duces from rate regulation. 


At the end , of February, the 


President reported, the FPC had 
193 applications proposing con- 
struction of 5,761 miles of natural 
g?| pipelines at a cost of $850 
mflion. This, he said, involved an 
immense potential for creating 
new jobs. 


"It is not to be assumed that 


all these applications would be 
granted." Kennedy said, "but it 
can safely be assumed that more 
dollars for 
construction, 
giving 


substantial employment through- 
out the counlry and making firm- 
commilmcr.'ts out 
of orders for 


nrjfe-rials that are now merely 
contingent — orders thai in turn 
would provide jobs for men and 
women in mills, factories 
and 


foundries." 


Further, Kennedy said, there 


are now some 4,000 rate increases 
by natural 
gas 
producers 
and 


pipelines pending before thc pow- 
er commission "and still unre- 
solved."

Weightlessness 
Slate Described 
by Astronaut 


(MOSCOW (APi-Maj. Yuri A. 
Gagarin said today he. worked on 
his notes, and even ale and drank 
while ohjivls were floating around 
in UK realm of weightlessness as 
lie orbited Ihe earth, the Soviet 
News agency Ta.w reported. 


The Soviet astronaut, Tass snitl, 


described the eerie situation In 
II"1 space ship when weightless- 
ness took over. 


The enlire flight, he asserted, 


was work all Ihe way and par- 
lieulai'ly in that phase. 


Even so, he said, he felt cx- 


cellenl during that period of his 
lOll-minute- flight. 


As he wailed in Ihe Soviet In- 


teior 
for a hero's welcome in 


Moscow Friday, Ihe 27-year-old 
astronaut told for the first, time 
about his experiences as his five- 
Ion space ship hurtled around the 
earth. Premier Khrushchev is ex- 
ported (n cut short his vacation 
nt Ihe Black Sea resort of Sochi

"The transition from weightless- 


ness to gravitation," he said, "to 
the appearance of the force of 
gravity, is smooth. One's legs and 
arms feel as before, as during 
weightlessness, but again acquire 
weight. And J am no longer hov- 
ered over the chair but eased 
myself into it." 


As lo what be saw from space 


Tass said 


"I did not see the moon. The 


.sun in outer .space is lens of times 
brighter than here on earth. The 
.stars are visible very well. They 
aro bright and distinct. The en- 
tire picture of thc firmancnt is 
much more ronlrasly than when 
.se( n from Ihe earth," 


Gagarin said the sunlit side of 


Ihe earlh was quite plain and he 
could sec easily the shores of con- 
tinents, islands, great, rivers, folds 
of the terrain, large bodies of wa- 
ter, Tass said. 


Flying over the Soviet Union, 


he reported he could see the great 
squares of the collective farms 
and could even tell cultivated 
from meadow land. 


Emphasizing he was no mere 


passenger a.s his space ship cir- 
cle the; earth at a maximum al- 
litude of Ui(! miles, Gagarin told 
Tass: 


"I was entirely concentrated on 


carrying out tbe flight's program.

Before 1901 is over the Soviets 


may give the United States ad- 
tional cause to feel a sense of 
angry frustration. 


There is not much -doubt any- 


more that the Soviets have de- 
veloped far more powerful rockets 
than the United States and hence 
have a greater capability in space 
activities. 


Indeed the Soviets appear tf be 


working to a space timetable and 
solving the problems encountered 
along the way on schedule. 


But even if the Soviets arc not 


in position to gain control of 
space uncontested, the fact re- 
mains that a successful man orbit 
will damage the image of the 
United States once more as the 
world's most advanced nation 
technologically. 
,., 


The first blow to U.S. scieiLrie 


pride came on Oct. 4, 19S7, when 
the Soviet Union became the first 
nation to put an artifical earth 
satellite into orbit. 


While the United States 
has 


since put 38 satellites into orbit 
(22 are sill there), the Soviets 
have had but 13 successful launch- 
ings. But the Soviet payloads 
have been larger, indicating their 
rocket boosters are far morcjLd- 
vanced than those of the United 
States. 


The first real indication of the 


size of Soviet boosters came with 
Sputnik III which weighed 3,000 
pounds. 


The rocket needed to boost that 


particular satellite into orbit re- 
quired a take-off thrust of 440,000 
pounds.

NEW YORK (AP)-The recov- 


ery watchers are out in force to- 
day. They hail every sign that 
better days are coming. They 
point eagerly to every report that 
the business downturn is slacken 
ing or levelling off. 


Not even spring storms and the 


approach of income tax reckon 
ing day can dim their joy. 
.Though this may prove to have 
I-Sftn the mildest and' shortest re 
cession since the war, it is prob 
ably the most unpopular. 


There was a sense of insult add 


cd to injury. The recession wasn't 
supposed to be. Instead we were 
supposed to be setting forth on 
Ihe Glorious Sixties. 


Much worse, the recession built 


on top of already considerable un- 
employment and has carried it to 
seven per cent of the total labor 
force. Even the most optimistic 
of the recovery watchers 
don't 


sight any quick and easy solution,, 
any sizable drop in the number 
out of work. 


Those who are out early watch- 


ing for the first flutter among the 
recession thickets are being re- 
warded. 


The news in recent days has 


had more good than bad items— 
a welcome change after a nasty 
winter. 


Steel mills report they are get- 


ting more orders. There's no run- 
away demand, but most compa- 
nies now sny their April business 
will top March, and May should 
bring a further advance. 


Copper and some other non- 


ferrous metals are feeling belter, 
too. The domestic demand has 
improved of late. Some foreign 
copper 
producing 
areas 
are 


gripped by political uncertainty, 
making the chances of overcom- 
ing the world surplus that much 


better. Copper wrap prices have 
risen, and tf. S. producers talk of 
a coming rise in the price of re- 
fined copper, now 29 cents a 
pound. 


Purchasing agents, who often 


are involved first in any changes 
in the economic trend, report that 
for the first time in months new 
orders and output have turned up 
at many of their plants. They also 
say their inventories have stead- 
ied, perhaps heralding the end of 
stock trimming. 


Government 
statistics, 
neces- 


sarily trailing those of the pur- 
chasing agents, report that total 
inventories fell in February from 
January. And the biggest drop 
was in retail stocks. This is taken 
to indicate that 
manufacturers 


have completed their inventory 
adjustments and are again in a 
position to buy, while retailers 
should soon be, if they aren't al- 
ready. 


The figures also show that to- 


tal sales of manufacturers, whole 
salers and retailers increased in

The Jimc, 1813 rise of (ho Ark- 


ansas river flooded New Cascony, 
a settlement of French farmers a 
few mites before the site of Pine 
Bluff. 


Joseph Bonne, son of a French- 


man and a Qnapaw woman-, took 
his rifle and a few possessions 
and paddled 'his canoe up the 
Arkansas toward higher ground. 


He pitched his camp in a for- 


est of giant pine?, and after the 
water receded, found that he was 
perched on a bluff above a south- 
ward bending curve of the river. 


Before winter set in. he. his 


wife and several small children 
wore well situaled in n log cabin 
he had constructed. The year be- 
fore, 'he had signed the Quapaw 
Treaty as an interpreter, so he 
got along well with the Indians in 
the vicinity. He started a trading 
post and others settled on the 
high ground. 


The settlement 
\v a s 
called 


Mount Marie. 


One of the early settlers was 


Dexter Hnrfcling. n soldier in (he! 
War of 18.12. He settled on the! 
banks of the- beautiful lakes at 
the base ot the high ground and 
slatted a sawmill. 


The la'te svns narrow at the] 


point whr.-re Hording had his mill 
and a hfcavy growth of cypress 
extended out into the hike."Hard- 
ing piled sawdust from the mill 
out into the lake. 
It formed a 


bridge Which enabled him to got 
to the cypress. Finally, it extended 
"across the lake and formed the 
first 
"-bridge" 
competed 
t h e 


bluff'wfl'h the land to the south 
across ,the lakes. 


Waltcir C. Hudson, Pine Bluff 


real 
estate 
man 
and 
former 


banker, is an authority on the now 
famous Sawdust Bridge. 


"The 
old-time 
plantation' Ne- 


groes believed that the bridge was 
haunlod and thai it was the home 
of ghosts, goblins and spooks, and 
that 
the 
passersby, 
on 
dark 


nights, would encounter formid- 
able fairies, rivaling the ghosts 
of Macbeth", he wrote. 


"At first, it was not much more 


than a footbridge, but earth was 
placed on the sawdust: it was 
widened, 
and 
soon became 
a 


wagon bridge. Under the tread of 
pedestrians, the bridge quivered 
and quaked. With a wagon, it rose 
and fell like the waves of 
the 


ncrnn. Nenr the center of the 
bridge, any noise made or words 
spoken were echoed. 


"On dark nights, a jack-o-lan- 


tern or will-o' the wisp would take 
off from the side of the road and 
go with you for a distance. The. 
spirits 
of 
the 
Indians 
lurked 


nearby and met in reunion 
at 


certain' seasons of the year". 


Horses became t'righ-'.cned when 


they approached the bridge -and 
some folks wouldn't cross it after 
dark. Eventually the lakes were 
drained into the river. Property 
owners along sawdust bridge at- 
tempted to make 
it 
the main 


street of Piive Bluff, but their ef- 
forts failed. It wasn't that the peo- 
ple believed the tales about the 
"ha'nts and spirits", but they just 
didn't want to cross the bridge. 


Pine Bluff, as it became 
in 


1832, 
wanted to become a city, 


but its six-block width north and 
south was a 'handicap. The city 
fathers got together and appointed 
what amounted to the state's'first 
planning commission to solve the 
problem. 


They decided that the supersti- 


tious beliefs about 
the 
bridge 


could never 
be 
obliterated, so 


they recommended that the old 
bridge and road be abandoned and 
that 
a 
new 
Main 
street 
and 


wooden- bridges 
be 
constructed

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles had a knack for making 
lis critics at home and Commu- 
lists abroad grit their teeth. He 
could convey a sense of violence 
by thc way he used the language. 


President Kennedy can say al- 


most thc same things—emphasis 
on almost — and yet manage to 
ook peaceful and restrained. 


Thc Kennedy administration is 


committed — as the Eisenhower 
administration was—to a single, 
paramount assurance: That this 
country will not start a war. 


Thc policy of 'both administra- 


tions: Keep the Communist world 
guessing so that it won't, know 
what it will be hit svilh if it starts 
aggression. 


But Dulles used a phrase lie 


seemed to like—"massive retalia- 
tion"—which his critics threw at 
him for most of his time in the 
State Department. 


It has been said this year that 


thc Kennedy administration has 
scrapped the idea of "massive re- 
taliation.'" Kennedy's own .state- 
ments do not bear this out. lie 
avoided using such a provocative 
phrase as massive retaliation but 
still used language which, while 
it looks much milder, the Com- 
munists can interpret as mean- 
ing retaliation against them may 
well be massive if they go too 
far.

"We must be able to make de- 


liberate choices in weapons and 
strategy, shift the tempo of our 
production and alter the direction 
of our forces to meet rapidly 
changing conditions or objectives 
at very short notice and under 
any circumstances. 


In both those statements the 


Communists were left guessing as 
to what kind of retaliation thc 
United States would use.
